It’s too early to start singing

“I guess we have this winter 
whipped,” a man at Maines Hardware 
Store said Monday. “My driveway is 
clear, my pipes aren’t frozen and the 
forecast says it’ll be 50 degrees by the 
weekend. We were lucky this year.” 

I smiled and said I hoped he was 
right. Anyone who has lived here long, 
however, knows it’s much too early to 
make pronouncements about the end 
of winter. 

I’ve learned you have to wait until 
the third and fourth weeks of January 
to find out what kind of winter we have 
on our hands. 


I first learned that lesson way back in 
1977. That year was my first winter in 
Gallatin County and it snowed so hard 
the third week of January it took a bull¬ 
dozer to get me out of my house. After 
the big snow, the thermometer dropped 
to 20 below zero. 

That winter was bad, the next was 
even worse. 

The Winter of 1978 may have been 
the most severe this area has ever seen. 
Again, we didn’t have a clue in the mid¬ 
dle of January what Mother Nature was 
about to unleash on us. 

The Blizzard of 1978 was unfor¬ 
gettable. Snow, ice and bitterly cold 
temperatures paralyzed the region for 
weeks. The National Guard was called 
out the night of the blizzard to rescue 
motorists stranded on highways by the 
deep and blowing snow. 


After it quit snowing, the mercury 
plummeted. Huge islands of ice flowed 
swiftly down the Ohio River destroying 
almost everything in their path. Barges 
and towboats were swept away and 
crashed into the Markland Dam. 

The river then froze so solid, the 
Army Corps of Engineers dropped 
bombs on it in an unsuccessful attempt 
to open it for navigation. Deep snow 
stayed on the ground that year until the 
first of March and the only way to get to 
my ridge-top home was to walk up the 
steep half-mile driveway. I did that for 
weeks pulling a sled with the food, wa¬ 
ter and fuel I needed to survive. 

Those were two of the worst win¬ 
ters this county has seen, but we’ve 
had plenty of other bad Januarys too. In 
1985, the snow got so deep at the end of 
the month we didn’t see the ground for 


six weeks. 

January 1994 was no walk in the 
park either. The ice was so thick Gov¬ 
ernor Brereton Jones panicked and 
closed every major highway in the 
state. It was 24 degrees below zero 
the Wednesday morning my brother 
and I ignored the Governor’s orders, 
bundled up in our expedition gear and 
made the 60-mile trip to pick up our 
newspaper at the printing plant. 

We battled dangerous weather in 
2005 and 2009, too. Storms left ice a 
foot thick those years. It sank boats, 
collapsed bams, destroyed marinas 
and shut off electricity in many parts 
of the county for days. 

The man at Maines could be right 
and winter may take it easy on us this 
year. I’m not singing yet and won’t un¬ 
til we get through the next two weeks.

Ark Encounter reveals 'politically correct'policy 


While running for reelection, 
Gov. Steve Beshear supported tax 
incentives for Noah’s Ark theme 
park slated to open in William- 
stown in 2016. 

In fact, Beshear so coveted the 
political points from supporting 
such a project that his administra¬ 
tion unequivocally endorsed in¬ 
centives for it without looking at 
a feasibility study provided by the 
park itself—an omission I roundly 
criticized in this column. 

A letter from Secretary Bob 
Stewart of the Kentucky Tourism, 
Arts and Heritage Cabinet now in¬ 
forms Ark Encounter the project 
no longer is eligible for a program 
allowing its creators to keep 25 
percent of the sales tax collected 
during its first decade—about $18 
million—because it has changed 
“from a tourism attraction to a 
ministry.” 

Stewart lectures that while Ark 
Encounter has a right to change its 
emphasis, “state tourism tax in¬ 
centives cannot be used to fund re¬ 
ligious indoctrination or otherwise 
be used to advance religion.” 

Ark Encounter representatives 
promise a legal holy war. 

What they really should be 
fighting, however, is what they’re 
experiencing: the downside of 
government policy that involves 
know-it-alls picking economic 
winners and losers. 

On the surface, the project’s 
representatives are right in saying 
they should not be treated differ¬ 
ently from any other group pursu¬ 
ing tax incentives. 

The larger question is: Why 
even seek them, knowing full 
well that when government gets 
involved, it will want to inject its 
poison of political correctness? 
Why should the park be required 
to consider hiring people who 
don’t even believe in the flood for 
which the original was built, or in 
the Bible that tells that story? 

It’s indicative of our depen¬ 


dency on government that’s way too 
prevalent. 

The park wants its piece of the pie 
belonging to taxpayers—who are al¬ 
ready on the hook for an $11 million 
improvement to an interchange off 
Interstate 75. Can it reasonably ex¬ 
pect government not to stick its over¬ 
sized nose into its hiring practices? 

Such developments offer yet an¬ 
other example of how the state has 
amassed power to plan and control 
the economy—including tourism 
projects—by building its develop¬ 
ment policies around government 
incentives rather than market-driven 
forces. 

There’s no reason to believe there 
won’t be a large market for the Ark 
park, that will offer a “full-scale, all¬ 
wood ark” of biblical proportions 
that “should become the largest tim¬ 
ber-frame structure in the USA.” 

Curious biblicists will line up for 
boarding passes, that Ark Encoun¬ 
ters appropriately want to be sold by 
people who also are believers. 

When you seek government in¬ 
volvement in any way - including 
through tax breaks—the door opens 
to uncertain and undesirable prac¬ 
tices. 


What if a group of zealous Mus¬ 
lims applied for a similar rebate for 
a park with the world’s largest mon¬ 
ument to Mohammed? 

How many of those same people 
who defend the Ark park receiving 
tax rebates granted by the state be¬ 
cause they believe in its message 
would also back a Muslim project 
benefitting from the same kind of 
break? 

When groups—no matter their 
religious or political views—seek 
government handouts in any form, 
they empower that same govern¬ 
ment to say “yes” to one and “no” to 
the other. And the answer may not 
be the one they expect. 

Instead, why not just grant the 
same rebate to all companies creat¬ 
ing tourism projects in the common¬ 
wealth? They could use the revenue 
to expand their ventures, put them 
on stable financial footing, believe 
what they want and hire whomever 
they please. 

A rising tide, after all, lifts all 
boats.

Nevertheless, clutch 
Panther foul shooting 
down the stretch enabled 
them to leave town with 
a 73-69 victory. 

Wilson’s career high 
26 points led the Cats. 
He also pulled down 8 
rebounds. 

Beckham added 17 
points, Steurer 11, Mc- 
Cubbin 9, and Shrader 
6. Beckham also had 4 
assists. 

Gallatin hit 19 of 49 
from the field for 38 per¬ 
cent. The boys were 10 
of 27 from beyond the 
arc for 37 percent and 
21 of 26 from the charity 
stripe for 80 percent.

Cold stress and 
newborn calves 

When the weather is 
predicted to be bitterly 
cold, producers should 
take extra care of new¬ 
born calves to ensure 
their survival. A calf’s 
body temperature often 
falls below normal in 
extremely cold condi¬ 
tions due to a slow or 
difficult birth (dystocia) 
followed by delayed 
standing and nursing. If 
the cow calves outdoors, 
bring the calf in until 


warm and dry if the calf 
is showing signs of hy¬ 
pothermia or if there are 
no natural windbreaks 
available. 

The two most impor¬ 
tant factors in calf sur¬ 
vival are warmth and co¬ 
lostrum. Before giving 
colostrum, a chilled calf 
first needs to be warmed 
as these newborns are 
typically too weak to 
suckle. Karo syrup 
(dark is preferred) deliv¬ 
ered by mouth to a weak 
calf is a quick source of 


readily available energy 
and is rapidly absorbed 
through the mouth and 
into the bloodstream. 
Effective methods to 
warm a calf include: 

1. Floor board heaters 
of pickup trucks. 

2. Submersion of wet 
calves in a warm bath- 
you must support the 
calf to prevent drown¬ 
ing. The water should 
be gradually warmed to 
100° F and will need to 
be changed to keep it at 
that temperature. 

3. Placing calves next 
to the heater in the house 
and/or using a blow dryer 
to dry and warm the hair 
coat. Never leave calves 
unattended next to a por¬ 
table space heater. 

4. Placing the calf un¬ 
der a heat lamp-be care¬ 


ful to cover the lamp 
with a screen so the calf 
will not get burned as it 
becomes more active. 
Do not leave the calf un¬ 
attended. 

5. Warm blankets- 
These should not be so 
hot that they can cause 
skin burns. Change the 
blankets as needed to 
maintain a consistent 
temperature and not al¬ 
low the calf to cool off. 

Once the calf has been 
warmed, provide colos¬ 
trum and maintain body 
temperature. If the calf 
is unwilling to suck, use 
of an esophageal feeder 
is recommended to de¬ 
liver colostrum. If it is 
not possible to milk the 
dam, commercial pow¬ 
dered colostrum replace¬ 
ment products are avail¬ 


able. Calves should be 
fed colostrum as soon as 
possible after the suckle 
reflex has returned-gen- 
erally within the first 
6 hours after birth but 
ideally within 1-2 hours 
after birth. Once the calf 
is warm and fed, move it 
back to its mother. It is 
important that they have 
a place to get out of the 
wind; a draft free place 
to go during extreme 
wind chill days/nights.

Sometimes you can 
make behavior changes 
to have a more restful 
night. These changes in¬ 
clude following a regu¬ 
lar sleep schedule, creat¬ 
ing a comfortable sleep 
environment, avoiding 
exercise and activities 
before bedtime and de¬ 
creasing or avoiding the 
consumption of alcohol, 
caffeine and nicotine 
close to bedtime.

The FAFSA asks for 
information about in¬ 


come, assets and ex¬ 
penses. If the student is 
considered dependent 
under federal guidelines, 
both the student and par¬ 
ents must provide finan¬ 
cial information. Nearly 
all students going direct¬ 
ly to college from high 
school will be consid¬ 
ered dependent. 

A formula set by 
Congress is used to de¬ 
termine a student’s eli¬ 
gibility for federal and 
state aid. 

To receive financial 
aid, recipients must meet 
all general eligibility re¬ 
quirements must: 

•Be a degree seeking 
student in an eligible 
program 

•Meet satisfactory ac¬ 
ademic progress require¬ 


ments 

•Meet enrollment sta¬ 
tus requirements 

•Resolve problems 
identified on the Student 
Aid Report (The SAR 
is generated following 
completion of the FAF¬ 
SA and sent to the ap¬ 
plicant.) 

• Have a high school 
diploma or equivalent; 
pass an approved ability- 
to-benefit test, or have 
been home schooled. 

The Kentucky Higher 
Education Assistance 
Authority suggests that 
all “students submit 
the FAFSA even if they 
don’t think they qualify 
for aid.” More students 
qualify for aid than 
many think. In addition, 
many colleges, includ¬ 


ing JCTC, use FAFSA 
to determine scholarship 
eligibility. 

Students who are un¬ 
certain where they will 
attend college can have 
FAFSA information sent 
to numerous colleges by 
including each college’s 
code number in the ap¬ 
plication. The code 
numbers can be obtained 
by visiting a college’s 
Website or contacting 
the financial aid office. 
JCTC’s school code is 
006961.
